nounced its intention of j'utting on 
Htenniers to connect the Pacific termi- 
nus wiih the ports of Japan and China; 
and they also point to their fish, their 
inioPB of silver and gold, and tlieir 
fore.sts, as the complement of tho prair- 
ies of the northwest. All of their ho[)eH 
and dreams cluster around the railway, 
and those whom it does not enrich will 
feel that they havo a right to be disap- 
])ointe(!. They ignore the fact that the 
jii'oplo of the northwe.st or anv other 
country can afl'ord lo |)ay only a cer- 
tain price for fish or flesh, galena, 
gold Qr ^nytliing eUo, and that if it 
paqnot he supplied at said price it must 
be for them all the same as it were 
non-existent. They fancy that the difll 
culty the province has to contend with 
is not the coini)arativ(;ly small amount 
of arable land, or the necessity of irri- 
gation in districts otherwise good, or 
the intervening moutains, or the can- 
ons that prevent river navigation, or 
thti cost of transportation, or the great 
distances, but simply the presence of 
sotne thousands of industrious China- 
men. If Chinamen could only be kept 
out white people would come in, and 
wages would go up and jjcep up.

LORD LANSDOWNE'S SPEECH. 

The address of hia excellency the 
.guvernor-general, delivered at the civic 
banquet board on Saturday night, haa 
been the chief topic of convorsation since 
Sunday. That it was eloquent und ex- 
' haustivo is universally conceded, fur hia 
hearers wore cliarmod by the ready How 
of language which chnractorizod hia ox- 
cellenoy'a oratory, and the frankneaa and 

• sincerity with which he handled the 
various subjeotB of which he spoke. Lord 
iisnsdowne is but recently from the seat 

■ of federal govornment. He ia alao, by 
virtue of his high position, in constant 
communication with tiiu Iinpuriiil govern- 
ment upon all muttora portnijung to tliu 

• welfare of the Dominion. Coming from 
' au'oh a source the seini-ofSciai utterances 

of the governor-general may be regarded 
aa posaeesing great siynifioance and, per- 
haps, portending an important chan;;o iu 
the political fortunes of the Domiiiiun 
within the nett few years. His excoUoncy 
certainly did not advocate the consolida- 
tion of the empire by the admission of 

,, .tb0 colonies to a share in Imperial legisla- 

' tida and responsibilities. But ho asked 
those who liatoned to him to ounaidor 
well their present political statm and to 
ask themselves wheliier a cluaer union 
with the mother country with woiglitier 
obligations would lead to their material 
«nd political advancement 1 Lord Lans- 
downe haa certainly left food for thought 
behind him, and haa raised an issue on 
which the approaching political con- 
test may be waged. Aa hia oxcol- 
lency intimated, the chief dilKculty 

' to be surmounted in connection 
with this movement is a fiscal one. 
The consolidation of Canada with the 
United Kingdom would mean a readjust- 
nierit of the customs tariffs of the two 
countries, and tiio problem for states- 
men to solve would l)B liow to frame both 
tariffs so that tliuy may bo identic;*! and 
at the same time mutual advai.tngo would 
result. It ia scarcely poaaiblo thnt, a 
tarifif suited to Great Britain would be 
adapted to the wants and requirements of 
Canada; and a scheme fur Imperial fed- 
eration will never meet with popular 
favor in Canada so long as England con- 
tinues her free trade policy. Uuforo 
Canadians will surrender their own Gacal 
policy they must be ofTerod a better one 
in its atead. What advantage would ac- 
crue to Canada if her ports wore opened 
to the fabrics of Great Britain while tlio 
ports of the Mother country romaineii 
open to the fabrics and products of the 
worldl What England seeka is free trade 
with her colonies. This the colonies 
would be nrepared to concede if English 

. ports wore' closed to foreign goods by high 
oustoma duties. But with a free trade 
policy English atatesinon will knnck and 
knock in vain at the doora of the colonies 
for a consolidation of the empire. Lord 
Lansdowne's reference to the iinportancu 
' of Esquintalt Rl a base of defence and 
offence was sufficiently pronounced to 
dispose of the proposition to locate "Bat- 
tery C and the school of gunnery" else- 
where. As there has been a groat deal of 
senseless agitation on the part of aaection 
of the mainland press upon tiiis subject, 
it ia desirable that their ignorant clamor 
should be set at rest. We therefore 
quote the text of hia excellency's speech 
under this heading : 

"You have here at Efiquimalt a naval 
station likely, I think, in time to become 
one of the greatest and moat important 
strongholds of the empire. [ApplauseJ 
You have a coal supply suliioient fur all 
the navies of the world. You have a line 
of railway— part of which I had the plea- 
sure of visiting to day— which ia ready to 
bring that coal up to the harbor of Eaqui- 
malt. You will shortly have a graving 

' dtidk^ capable of accommodating all but 
one or two of Her Majesty's ahipa. You 
have, in short, all the conditions requisite 
for what I believe is spoken of aa a place 
d'armea ; but, sir, until nou' that pUux 
(Z'arrnea has been inucciisaible except by 
lea. Wo shall henceforth bo able to 
bring supplies, stores und material of war 
to it by an aUerpativo route, direct— ex- 
peditious, and lying far more than half 
Its way over British territory." [Ap- 
plause.] 

The approaching completion of the 
great Canadian overland railway and 
its important bearing on the future of the 
province, the Dominion and the British 
empire; the glorious climate and varied 
resources of this favored spot and 
the many other topics of equal moment 
were aoverally referred to hy his excel- 
lency in such eloquent terms i\h to often 
call forth enthuaiastic cheora from the 
numeroua and influential company. Wo 
are sure that there ia no thinking person 
who listened to or haa read the address 
who will not feel that he haa derived sub- 
stantial benefit from the clieoring words 
of his eicelloncy, whose sketch of the 
future of the province aa a member of„the 
Dominion family was rather under than 
overdrawn. 

TRB FRENOn IN TONQUIN. 

Recent events in Tonquin must have 
prepared the public mind for an early 
withdrawal of "lie Fionch forct>3 from 
that inhospitable and unliealthy region. 
The telegram of Saturday night whicli 
foreshadowed such a dire termination of 
that expedition, therefore, took few by 
surprise. It ia now understood that tho 
peace concluded with China did not necea- 
aarily involve peace witli Tonquin, over 
which the Chinese away iu at best only 
nominal. The demands of the Black 
Flags, the freebooters of the peninsula, 
have never been satisfied, and they have 
lately bccorne a large-sized' thorn in the 
«ido of the French forces. One of the 
moat serious of the omisaiona in the treaty 
of peace was that no provision was made 
for this band. The Chinese should have 
provided for Liu Yuu(j Fu and hia men 
from motives of gratitude, fur they 
were the first to teach their own qoantry 
men and the world how men of Ohineao 
blood could li^^ht.. They defended Sontsy 
alone with a bravery which extorted the 
admiration of their gallant enemies, and 
for months they bore the brunt of the in- 
VAiion. Wher. peace came the govern- 
ment for which they had fought ao well 
forgot them, and if the Black Flags and 
dhe'ir leader are crushed by the French it 
will bo an indelible disgrace to China, 
who should have brought back at all coats 

• Jior fugitive subjects who had served her 
JO well. The Erflhch,'it might have been 
expected, would have done all they could 
ito have got rid of such troubleaomu and 
dangerous subjects; but no arrang^Mnent 
was made, and iu ccnaequonce France 
yriW sooner or later have to fight the 



31ack Flags over again in order to con- 
quer North-wester^J'^Tonquin. To under- 
stand the stale of the country after the 
Chinoso ovacuation.it is onlj- necessary to 
mention that a delimitation commission, 
composed of Chinoso olBcialB and Mosara. 
Woodruff and llccher, of the Maritime 
Customs, which waa proceeding under a 
large French oaoort from Hanoi to Lang- 
son, waa Qred upon and refused passage 
by guerillas, and that it was forced to re- 
turn. Lancson, of whicli ao much has 
been heard thr^'ij^liout this afliiir, which 
the French \:ero in ao great a hurry to 
occupy, under Col. Dugenne, in the early 
part of last year, that they could not wait 
for the Chinese to evacuate it, which 
they succeeded in reaching under Gun, 
Ne'grier this year, after enormous loa.i, 
and from which tliey were finally expelled 
j by force of numbors — Langson bus not 
been occupied to the present hour. Lao- 
Xai, the capital of the Northwest, has 
never yet been seen by the French troops; 
and, worst of all, the forces which so 
gallantly held Tuyer Kuan againat over- 
whelming odds until relieved by General 
Giovanelli are again boloagured, and the 
communications of the garrison with tlic 
head()uurtors at Hanoi have been cut oil'. 
The French hold in Tonquin what they 
held two years ago, and no more — a few 
towns in the delta and two advanced posts, 
Hunghoa and Tuyen-Kuan; beyond these 
garrisons the population ia still in arms, 
and Tonquin ia further fronj pacification 
than ever. The truth is, when the Chinese 
withdrew it waa believed in Paris that no 
further reinforcements wore neceaaary to 
take the places of the sick and time- 
expired men, and the French forces have 
beeome quite inadeipiato to cope with the 
ditbcultiea by which they are surrounded. 
The French are plungin>» deeper and 
deeper into the mire; that they have 
raised delicate and dangerous questions 
which should at all ha/.ards have been 
allowed for the present to lie by quietly; 
that Tonquin is aa unaottled and the 
French hold on it as unsettled aa they 
wore six months ago; and that Aiinani, 
which waa then in a tolerably peaceful 
and settled condition, ia now a prey to 
disorder and war, It is melancholy to 
have to say this jqst when people in 
Europe were looking forward to peace 
in the troubled East, to revival of 
trade in the old markets, and to the 
opening of valuable now ones. If 
Franco is to render her position there 
secure, she will have to reinforce Her 
troops and put down opposition every- 
where; this cannot be done in one cam- 
paign or two, in one year or two, but the 
force will have to bo applied steadily and 
without intermission for some years. 
Every town of importance will have to be 
captured and occupied lu force, and to do 
this France will have to make etiorta aa 
great as those she waa prepared to make 
six months ago on the news of the retreat 
from Langson, Meantime, Annam has 
baen thrown into disorder by Oenorul do 
Couicy's injudicious nioaauros. Tu Due 
does not appear to have any mora charac- 
ter or capacity than the average feeble 
Oriental despot; but he has now become 
a loader of the Anh8.'..iite people in a 
moment, and the centre around which 
will rally all the enemies of France in 
Annam. Tho rcisult of tliH dillicultiea in 
the path of colonial extension which the 
French have chosen is that disturbance 
und unsettlement are to continue In the 
east for some time to come, to the detri- 
ment of trade both in Cochin China and 
China; but, for the present, the schemes 
with regard to Siam and to Burmah, which 
last year loomed large before the eyes of 
certain ambitious French otlieiuls in the 
east, will have to remain in abByanoo. 
All the forcei, all the money, all the mil- 
itary skill and administrative power which 
France can spare for the far east will be 
sadly needed; and, moreover, all her di- 
plomacy will be required to turn aside 
the Chinese from the policy which they 
have decided to pursue in Indu-China. 
The burden and heat of the day are not 
yet at an end; the sweets of rest and en- 
joyment, of a flourishing trade and a 
peaceful colony, are in the future; how 
remote that future may be must depend 
on the conception which I''t'anco haa of the 
ta.sk before her, of her willingness to un- 
dergo tho necessary aacrilices, and of the 
promptitude with which she sets herself 
to the work.

Tiie Banquet In Honor of tlic 
Governor-General. 

To TfiE Eonoit; — Your readers, doubt- 
less, were highly gratified in having pre- 
sented to them in The Colonist the morn- 
ing after the banquet, when only a few 
hours had elapsed, ao full and ad inter- 
esting a report of the goveriiur -gonerara 
speech and other proceedings of the even- 
ing's entertainniont. 

The observation that fell from his ex- 
cellency's lips in the course of his ad- 
dress in reference to the British diplomatic 
service, wherein he says, "That it was a 
service of which the members in point of 
training and ofiiciency were not surpassed 
by the diplomatic service of any other 
nation," was verified on this occasion in 
the person of himself by the admirable 
address delivered. It was, indeed, a 
masterly production, and will bo read 
and pondered over through the length 
and breadth of the land with intoiiae 
Butisiaccion and furnish another evidence 
that though our country be old those ap- 
pointed to control her destinies have all 
the vigor and enterprise of youth, Evi- 
dently, in t!ie Marquis of Luisdijwnc wo 
have OS governor-general one who thor- 
oughly comprehends the importance and 
responsibility of the puaition. Notwilh- 
stundiug tho serious obligations incurred 
by the Dominion in construction of the 
C. r. railway, his Qxcellenoy sees no 
ground for apprehension on that account, 
but regiirds it as a legitimate enterprise, 
one that will fulfil the important niia.sioii 
of attracting a large population, develop- 
ing many a hidden source of wealth, and 
of ministoring to tlio general prosperity, 
causing British Columbia to be regarded 
aa a moat important part of the British 
empire. The governor alludes with evi- 
dent satisfaction to the marked change 
that has come over tho British mind with 
regard to her colonics and of the diapoai- 
tion evinced to hold them in higher es- 
teem with a wish for closer connection. 
The encouraging observations respecting 
our future come at a moat acceptable 
time, for although that future promiaea 
well it will necessarily have ita trials and 
disappointments as well aa its successes;

The Lander bank 
war loan h.as been raised to $7,000,000. 

BaDssnf,s, Oct. 13 — Mr. Gladstone has 
written to Lavileye, a well-knov.-n writer 
on political economy, as follows; "I fav- 
or Bulgarian jjniim,.

Terrible SiiirorJii^ IVoni Cold 
And Hunger. 

Tourists From <Grcat Slave Lake 
to St. Rllcliacls. 

CExcIuaivo to The Colonist.^ 
San FitANci.st'o, Oct. 12. — The U. S. 
ateamahip Corwiu bring) news from the 
Arctic fleet to the 20th uf August. She 
reports that the whalers Mabel and George 
and Susan were blown ashore in a gale of 
wind on August 10th in Wainwright's In- 
let, longitude 160°, latitude 71*. Three 
of the crew of the George and Suaan were 
lost, viz.: Wm. L. Cooper, August Wil- 
helm, and ,)aniea Evaiia. These are the 
only veaaela lost aiiice tlie report waa 
brought down by tliu Thomas Pope, nor 
had the lleut caught any wliales since the 
report cif that vessel. 

During u gale tlie Corvvin attempted to 
send a boat to the whaler Abrahiim Bar- 
ker; but it capsized on the way. The 
officer on the dock of the Corwin seeing 
Iho accident ecnt another boat in com- 
mand of Lieut. Kennedy, who after a 
struggle succeedod in saving tho boat's 
crew. Tho followini,' d--\y the Corwin 
towed the bark Ohio to tlie side of the 
lieoryo and Susati, when ail the oil and 
bone wore transfijrrt'ii. The sailors of tho 
two wrecked vessels, ono hundred and 
seventy- eight iii number, were taken 
aboard the Curwin and brought to thia 
city. 

Two survivors of the crew of the 
wrecked whaling ba.-'k Nispoleon, of New 
Bedford, were ulao taken on board the 
Corwin, 'ihe crew concislod of ihirty- 
aix oflicers and amunun. After it was 
ascertained that tho vess-?! wiis in a sink- 
iin; cnndition, four boats were manned 
with U men in each, there being scarcely 
time to gut them lowered from tho davitts 
and not time to procuro provisions Tho 
boats remained together one day and nif^ht, 
but during a llerce gale and while iiivol- 
oped in fog or. thu second day they sepa- 
rated. On tho morninij of the fourth day 
the Corwiu picked up ono uf the boats 
with ei((ht persona alive and one dead. In 
the afternoon another boat was picked up 
with six occupants. The two other boats 
were not aeeii ajjain and it is supposed 
thoy were lost. Tho autferiiij^ from cold 
and hunf>or was intense. Twenty-two 
perished, amoni; thoni the first and third 
mates. One of those rescued, Joaiiuiii 
Khuls, from whom the above facts were 
elicited, had his feat badly frozen, and 
tho captain of tho whaling bark iiad 
amputated his tooa prior tt) tlie reacue. 

July 1st, tho Corwin arrived at Kotze- 
bue Sound, whence two exploring parties 
were set out, one under command of Lieut. 
Oartwell, to proceed up Kowak river; the 
other under assiat. -engineer McLanniijan 
to proceed up the unexplored Noitak 
river. 'J'ho Oorwiii then ontiiined north- 
ward and coaled at Capo Sabine, and on 
Ao^! 17th turned her course southward 
and arrived at Hothani inlut on Auyust 
'27Lh where were found both e.xploriii),' 
parties, who had returned after having 
successfully executed their tasks. 

McLannigan, who explored Niitak 
river, reports having met Lieut Stoney 
and party at tho upper iiead of Hotham 
inlet. iStoney was just about to start for 
the interior. The Corwin brought a mail 
from Lieut. Stoney's party. 

The vessel left tho Arctic on August 
28th- and arrived at St. Michael's on 
Sept. 4th and found there Lieut, fcl Fal- 
len, Sorf^t. Robortaon, F. W. Fickot, of 
tho U. S. sij^ual service, comprisini; the 
party sent out last year by Gen. Miles to 
explore copper river and the region be- 
tween it and the Yukon river. Here also 
were found two EngliBh tourists, J. W. 
Qarland and F. 11. iioattie, who had 
inado tlio remarkable trip from Groat 
Slave lake across tho MoKenzie river to 
Vulion and down the latter to St. Mich- 
aels. Both parties were -taken aboard 
and brought here. 

On Sept. 8th the Corwin anchored off 
Hall's iiilot, where a ICOO pound polar 
bear was shot and killed. It w ill bo sent 
to the Smithsonian institute. On Oct. 
1st tho vessel finally It-ft Ounalaska for 
tliis port. During tho trip tho . health of 
all has been excellent and beneficent.

Struck by a Wlinlc. 

A peculiar oxporienco occurred to the 
steamer Oregon on her last trip from 
Portland to San Francisco. It is report- 
ed oftioially to the agents as follows: "At 
7:15 a. m. ,5th inst., Tillamook bearing 
east-northeast, distant five miles, theship 
struck a whale, which in an unaccountable 
manner got in the propeller arch whoro it 
reinained until 11 15 a. m., when the 
rapid evolutions uf the wheel cut it in 
two." Capt. Polomann, the master, states 
that the vessel was felt to strike heavily, 
and she was immediately stopped, and in 
a few minutes backed. He thinks the 
reversing of the wheel caused a suction 
which drew the whale itito the narrow 
space between the propeller and rudder 
post. Then it showed signs of life, and 
commenced to use its tail with groat force. 
Fearful of damage to the ship, tho vessel 
wont ahead at full speed, and so con- 
tinued until the whale waa cut in two, the 
pieces coming up astern. There was 
great danger while the animal was alive 
that damage would result, but fortunately 
nothing resulted. All on board could see 
every move of th? creature. It was a 
most startling sight and an almost incred- 
ible all'air.

TheOrogonian 
adds to the above: "What is stated re- 
lative to steam colliers- as a failure is 
about true, but sailing vessels cannot land 
coal in San Frunciaco at 50 per coi^t. less 
than colliers. The companies have 
charged up tho cost of transportation be- 
tweun Pugot Sound and San Francisco at 
■'^2 50 per ton, though it has been a trifle 
loss than that sum. iiailing vosaels can 
now chartered at $1.75 to $2 per tun, in 
any quantit]-, and seme, it is supposed, 
will charter still lower."

Taylor, an 
easteru oil expert, and formerly ongayed 
in thu manufactare of illuminating and 
lubricatinc; oila. Mr. Taylor was engaged 
by Rand Bros., who have secured control 
of the land bouf,'lit by iMr. IMeDoiiald, 
the latter ncconipiinyi ng him to the spot. 
Tho location is thirty uiiles north of Coni- 
01 on tho Campbell river just north of 
the 50th parallel, about five miles fruni 
tide water. The oil waa discovered in h 
ravine, tho surrounding land being donee- 
ly timbered. Mr, Tn3'lor i^itherod about 
tt galIo:i ct tliu surfiio.- oil and brought it 
diiwii with liiiu to Victoria. lie pro- 
nduiicos it a liila'loaling oil of excellent 
iliialiiy. The s;iiinilu waa secured from 
pools in thu ravine, the oil ousiing from 
the blinks on either side, which are 
of a yellow clay. 

Accoiiipaiiyin;,' iMoaars. T.iylor aud Mc-

roaideuta. An cxauiination of the water 
front was alao made and safe harborage 
found for all olaaaea uf ahipa in Duncan 
Bay, which is in a direct line with the dis- 
covery.

Tho late agitation haa frightened 
the Chinese attondantaso iiiuch that they 
dure not venture out by night, aud tho 
result is their number hasdimiuiahed from 
twenty to four. Mr. Denison says the 
school will go on despite the reception of 
the note.

2'5.^The Herald's 
Vienna cable saysr 'For ten days past 
tho Viennese have been breatblessly 
watching the progr^Bs of a baiik-frfiud 
trial, in its way fully ns exciting and 
dramatic as the Fiali and Ward case, 
which it luucU resoiabica. Late last 
night the jury returned its, verdict 
Kueffler, the Fish of the situation, was 
found guilty, and Amacliler, liis reput- 
ed accomplice, was acquitted. KulHer's 
arrest was duo to tho denunciation of 
Vice-Chairmaa Jauuer who shot him- 
self last winter, al:'ter swindling the 
Austrian Banking (Jompauy out oi a 
trifle of 2,000,000 Sorins. KuelHer was 
by far the subtler rogue, for not only 
had he contrived to <^ci iiinetecu-tweii- 
tieth's of the booty into liia pockots, 
but after paying liia tool Ainaclder -10,- 
000 florins for helping him in his 
"isohemes; lie. actually managed to bor- 
'row it all back' again. 

When Jauner's body was picked up 
one of KuelHer's card.s.was found on it, 
on which were the words, "Jtwas hiH 
doing." Between Ihciu tht) trio h'ld, 
within tho two years preceding the 
inasb, succeeded in abstracting from 
the bank's^ safes securities of the value 
of over 14,000,000 llorins. Those who 
expected to tind a liobert Macaire in 
Kuetller were diHai)jiointed. lie hay 
nothing of the de.sporailo or i;;unestc'r 
about him, and bis unctions humility 
smacks rather of the rillage sacristy 
than of the highway, He is under fif- 
ty, a naturalized Austrian Hebrew, 
and began his career by cornering 
grain and .spirits, Ifo ])layed for on 
ormous stakes, and for a time succcks- 
fully. The Stock lOxcliaiige broke hi in 
at last, and he took to swindling. For 
two years he baa been discounting 
wor^hlctis ^ilU almost daily at the 
bank, witldrawing lliem before ma- 
turity v,-ith tho money advanced by 
Jauner. The ne.xt niorniiig he woidd 
begin the same game over again. 

When this device failed he ])hin£;cd 
further into criirie. He borrowed .sums 
of the bank through Jauner and lent 
them to shaky sugar firms at a high 
commission, and the failuro of these 
firms killed the golden goo.se and drove 
the weaker rogue to suicide. Some of 
Ivueliler's statements wore astoniulinr;, 
Ife said that early in 1881 lie was 
. worth 1,000,000 tlorins, which bo says 
he lost through the perlidy of Vienna 
banka He also staggered his hearer,* 
by asserting that in 1883 he virtually 
saved the Vienua.nioney niarkei. TIilto 
seems to be some fo\iiidiitioii for this 
startling story, as the President of the 
Court himself admitted. Tho pain of 
telling his tale was too nuicli for Keuf- 
fler's sensitive soul, Mt; frequently 
melted into tears in llie course of the 
trial, and during the speech of his 
counsel, Dr, Singer, he broke down al- 
together, just aw b'ish did, but all this 
tardy display of line feeling did nuL 
save hini, for thn judge sentenced him, 
again like Fish, to seven years at hard 
labor, with an additional aggravation 
of a fast one day per month, ■

WHEREAS THE PUESENT PUIILIC LIGIITISO 
of the City ot Victoria is iiiautGcient, and it is 
oxpcdicjit and necessary ^to extend and . inqprave the 
same, aiid for that purpose to raise Tiy way of. loan, 
upon tbe credit of llie said City, tho sum of 810,000. 
. And whereas it will reipiire tlio sum of 31,553 to be 
raised annually by siiecial rate for tlio payment of 
tlie debt intended to bii hereliy orcitcd and the in- 
terest thereon. 

.\nd wlicrooa tlie uniount of the -.vhole ratealile 
projHrty of the said City, aecordiiia to tlio laat te- 
viicd afsesS'uellt rjll, is i:.-,,00O,O0O.
